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nor as representatives of the legislature to attend the funeral of
any member of the legislature who dies during the interim of
the legislative sessions, and the necessary expenses of the mem-
bers of such joint committee shall be paid from the general fund.

(20.01) (13) To the members of the legislature appointed pur-
suant to section 13.055, their necessary and actual expenses, to
be certified by them to the secretary of state.

SecTioN 2. This aet shall take effect upon passage and publi-
cation.

CHAPTER 118.

AN ACT to detach certain territory from the town of Flambeau,
in Vilas county, and to create the town of Spider Lake, to pro-
vide for town meetings therein and for a final settlement be-
tween said towns. .

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented tn Senate and
Assembly, do enact as follows:

Secrion 1. All that portion of the present town of Flambeau
in.Vilas county in the state of Wisconsin, described as follows:
Township numbered forty-two north of range numbered five
east, is hereby set off and detached from the said town of Flam-
beau and duly created and organized as a separate town, to be
known and designated as the town of Spider Lake in said county
of Vilas.

SecTION 2. The first town meeting of said town of Spider
Lake shall be held on the first Tuesday of April, A. D. 1928, in
the publiec schoolhouse situated on trunk highway number ten,
near Koerner’s Spider Lake resort, sitnated in section fourteen,
township number forty-two north of range five east of the fourth
principal meridian in the state of Wisconsin,

SEcTION 3. Notice of said first meeting shall be given by post-
ing a copy of this act in at least six business places in said town
of Spider Lake at least ten days prior to the time of holding said
first town meeting, by any duly qualified elector of said town,
who shall make a proper affidavit of such posting and file the
same on the day of said first town meeting with the inspectors
elected to conduect said first town meeting.
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SeEcTioN 4. The qualified electors of the said town of Spider
Lake shall, at such town meeting, held as provided for in section 2
of this act, in the manner provided by law, elect town officers
for the said town and for the purpose of such election the quali-
-fied electors of said town of Spider Lake shall, between the hours
of nine and eleven o’clock in the forenoon of said day, choose
three of their number to act as inspectors of said election, and
such electors shall, before entering upon their respective duties,
severally take the usual oath of office and file the same with their
returns; and such inspectors shall respectively canvass and re-
turn the votes cast at such election in all respects as provided by
law for inspectors at annual town meetings. A elerk, or the
necessary clerk of said election, shall be appointed by said in-
spectors, or a majority thereof, to assist said inspectors in con-
ducting said town meeting and in canvassing and returning the
votes cast at such election.

SeEcTioN 5. When said town meeting shall have been held as
herein provided and the town officers required by law duly
elected, the said town of Spider Lake shall be deemed and shall
be duly organized and shall possess all the rights, powers, priv-
ileges and authorities, and shall be subject to all the liabilities
of other towns in the state of Wisconsin, After said first town
meeting, all annual town meetings shall be held on the day pro-
vided by law for the holding of town meetings in other towns of
the state. of Wisconsin.

SectioN 6. The assets and liabilities of the said town of Flam-
beau shall be apportioned to the said town of Spider Lake pro
rata in proportion as the valuation of all the taxable properties
detached from said town bears to the whole of the assessed valua-
tion of said town according to the assessment roll for the year
1926.

SectioN 7. The supervisors of the town of Flambeau and the
supervisors of the town of Spider Lake shall on the twentieth day
of June, A. D. 1928, mect at the office of the town clerk of the
town of Flambeau for the purpose of making a settlement be-
tween said two towns according to the provisions of this act, and
the elerk of the town of Flambeau by the terms of this act shall
be the elerk of such meeting and the town clerk of the new town
of Spider Lake shall assist, and sufficient duplicates of all pro-
ceedings had shall be made, in order that each town shall have
one for the use and information of the town clerk thereof. Each
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town shall be chargeable with the expenses and for the services
and per diem of its own officers only.

SecTioN 8. This act shall take effect upon passage and publi-
cation.

CHAPTER 119.

AN ACT to repeal section 29.197 and to create section 29.397 of
the statutes, relating to a close season in Shawano lake and
Shawano Lake creck in Shawano county, and providing a
penalty.

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and
Assembly, do enact as follows:

SectioN 1. Section 29.197 of the statutes is repealed.

SEcTION 2. A new section is added to the statutes to be num-
bered and to read: 29.197 (1) The following deseribed areas
within Shawano lake and Shawano Lake ecreek, in Shawano
county, are hereby set aside and ereated as breeding grounds for
the propagation of the various kinds of fish, said areas being
deseribed as follows, to wit: That area of water beginning at
the meander corner of the section line between sections nine and
ten, township twenty-seven north, of range sixteen east, on the
north shore of Shawano lake, in Shawano county, Wisconsin,
thence north forty-five degrees and fifteen minutes east, four hun-
dred feet more or less to the mouth of a small creek, thence south
twenty-one degrees and thirty minutes east three thousand two
hundred forty feet, thence west two thousand one hundred
seventy-three feet more or less to a point known as north shore
point about on the east and west quarter section line of section
number sixteen of the aforesaid township and range, thence
northerly and north easterly along the shore line of said lake to
the place of beginning ; also that area of water known as Shawano
creek from a point beginning at the intersection of the north and
south quarter line of section number twenty-nine of township
number twenty-seven north of range number sixteen east, with

Shawano creek, thence north easterly along said creek and in-

cluding said creek to Shawano lake, in section number twenty-

eight of the aforesaid township and range.
